AUSTRIANS  ADMIT  RETREAT 

FROM  ADVANCED  POSITIONS 


Russian  Forces  Said  to  Be  Marching  Across  Dobrudja,  to 
Consternation  of  Bulgarians  —  Bombardment  of 
Towns  on  Danube — Zeppelin  and  Aero- 
plane Drop  Bombs  on  Bucharest 


BUCHAREST,  Aug.  30.— Koumanlan 
troops  nave  mad*  progress  in  the 
crossing  of  the  AuHtro-Hungarlan 
frontier  and  have  reached  eeveral 
points,  including  a  village  east  of 
Kronstadt,  says  an  official  abatement 
given  out  by  the  Roumanian  War  Office 
today.  Mora  than  730  prisoners  al- 
ready have  been  taken.. 

The  statement  follows: 

"On  the  Western  and  Northern  fronts 
Roumanian  troops  crossed  the  Austro- 
Uungarlan  frontier  during;  the  night  of 
the  37th.  and  after  fairly  lively  right- 
ing reached  numerous  points.  Including 
Mount  Kagatzelu,  northwest  of  Nyerg 
t>o,  Klssepeica  Hill,  west  of  Gyergyo, 
and  the  village,  of  Hossezufalu,  four 
kilometres  (about  three  miles)  east  of 
Kronstadt  (Brasso).  Our  artillery  fired 
on  Orsova.  destroying  a  petroleum 
depot.  Our  fourth  army  corps  has 
taken  seven  officers  and  714  men  pris- 
oners. 

"An  armed  enemy  tug  opened  Are  on 
fTurnu  Severln,  but  retired  to  Orsova 
under  the  lire  of  our  batteries.  Austro- 
Hungarian  monitors  opened  Are  on 
Clurgevo,  but  were  compelled  to  retire 
by  our  artillery." 


BERLIN,  Aug.  30.— The  official  com- 
municatton  given  out  yesterday  says: 

"Eastern  war  theatre — A  Danube 
monitor  almost  destroyed  several  mill- 
tary  establishments  near  Turnu  Severln. 
All  passages  across  600  kilometres  of 
Hungarian-Roumanian  frontier  moun- 
tains have  been  closed.  Our  frontier 
troops  entered  into  engagements.  The 
enemy  had  heavy  losses,  especially 
northwest  of  Orsovo,  near  Petrosseny, 
In  the  district  of  the  Voersoesturony- 
Orsovo  pass  and  in  the  flights  south  of 
Brasso).

Aug.  10.— The  Colonial 
Secretary  has  received  a  communica- 
tion from  the  Government  of  New  Zea- 
land drawing  attention  to  and  con- 
tradicting an  article  in  the  London 
press  and  cabled  abroad,  which  Im- 
plied that  the  voluntary  system  had 
failed  in  New  Zealand  and  that  it  was 
therefore  necessary  to  introduce  com- 
pulsion. An  unfavorable  Inference  was 
drawn  as  to  the  supply  of  men  from 
New   Zealand. 

The  New  Zealand  Government  da* 
aires  that  the  statement  should  be

Post  Office  Department  Re- 
vises Instructions  as  to  Let- 
ters and  Parcels  Going  to 
Men  Interned  in  Germany. 


OTTAWA.  Aug.  10.— Owing  to  difficul- 
ties experienced  in  sending  letters  and 
packages  to  Canadian  prisoners  of  War  in 
Germany,  the  Postoiflce  Department  has 
revised  instructions  regarding  the  sending 
of   mall. 

Postage  need  not  be  paid  en  either  let- 
ters or  parcels.  Regarding  rules  as  to 
letters,  the  Department  reiterates  that 
letters  must  be  left  open,  and  should  not 
exceed  In  length  two  sides  of  a  sheet  of 
note  paper,  and  on  no  account  must  the 
writing  be  crossed.  Postcards  are  pre- 
terred  to  letters,  and  If  the  former  are 
sent  they  must  not  contain  views  of  war- 
ships, camps,  docks,  birds-eye  views  or 
any  conspicuous  landmarks.  Communica- 
tions should  be  confined  to  enemy  news, 
and  no  reference  to  the  naval,  military  or 
political    conditions    are    allowed. 

Parcels  must  not  contain  letters,  but  out- 
side of  that,  there  Is  no  restriction  as  to 
contents  of  parcels  as  long  as  they  are  In- 
tended for  the  benefit  of  the  addressee. 
No  parcel  should  exceed*  H  pounds. 
Strong  cardboard  boxes,  tin  boxes,  strong 
wooden  boxes  and  several  folds  of  strong 
packing  paper  arc  recommended  as  cover- 
ings.    The   address   should    be   as   follows: 

Rank,  Initials,  name;  regiment  or  other 
unit;  British.  Canadian.  French  or  Bel- 
gian, etc.;  prisoner  of  war,  place  of  In- 
ternment In   oermany. 

Money  may  be  sent  on  Information  from 
the   postoiflce   officials

BERLIN,  Aug.  30.— The  imperial  or- 
der of  Emperor  William  removing  Gen. 
Erlchvon  Falkenhayn  as  chief  of  the 
general  staff,  roads  as  follows: 

"Not  wishing  to  oppose  your  desire  to 
be  relieved  of  your  office,  I  seise  the 
opportunity  to  thank  you  heartily  for1 
the  devotion  and  loyalty  you  have  dis- 
played during  the  past  two  years  to 
your  heavy  and  responsible  office,  to 
which  you  have  devoted  all  your 
strength  and  initiative.  What  you  es- 
pecially accomplished  in  your  energetic 
and  foreseeing  labor  and  ln  your  Inde- 
fatigable forethought  for  the  army  and 
the  Fatherland  never  will  be  forgotten. 
"The  full  appreciation  of  your  merits 
during  the  war  at  the  head  of  the  gen- 
eral staff  must  be  left  to  later  times. 
To  me,  personally,  you  have  been  a  most 
loyal  and  unselfish  advlssr.  Thankfully, 
my  best  wishes  accompany  you  In  fu- 
ture, and  1  confer  upon  you  the  cross 
and  star  of  a  commander  of  my  royal 
order  of  the  House  of  Hohenxollern  with 
swords.  You  will  receive  your  present 
salary  until  I  decide  upon  your  em- 
ployment  ln   another   capacity.

Italian  Troops  Make  Further 
Advances  at  Monte  Caurlol 
and  in  Region  of  Boite — 
Heavy  Losses  for  Enemy. 


ROME,  Aug.  10.— The  following  offl- 
clal  statement  was  Issued  tonight: 

"Hostile  artillery  has  fired  on  our 
positions  continuously  between  the 
Adlge  and  Brenta  rivers,  and  also  haa 
shelled  Ala,  In  tho  Lagarina  valley,  Ay- 
slero,  Velo  d'Avico  and  Seghe,  ln  the 
Avlco  valley.  ^ 

"In  the  Fassa  area  our  Alpine  troops 
have  extended  their  occupation  of  the 
crest  northeast  of  Monte  Caurlol.  taking 
another  31  prlsonsrs,  one  trench  mortar 
and  numerous  rifles.  The  Austrian  ar- 
tillery opened  a  heavy  fire  on  Caurlol, 
whloh  was  effectively  replied  to  by  our 
guns. 

"At  the  head  of  the  Fellxon  valley, 
and  In  the  region  of  the  Boite,  our 
troops  made  a  brilliant  attack  and  car- 
ried some  strong  trenches  on  the  north- 
western slope  of  Punta  del  Forame  and 
at  the  bottom  of  the  valley.  The  en- 
emy suffered  heavily,  leaving  117  pris- 
oners, including  three  officers,  in  our 
hands. 

"Along  the  rest  of  ths  front  there 
have  been  desultory  artillery  actions. 
The  enemy  shelled  Gorilla,  Vala  Sella 
and  Oliero  intermittently. 

"On  the  Carso  front  small  actions 
took  place,  which  enabled  us  to 
straighten  our  lines. 

"Enemy  aeroplanes  dropped  bombs  on 
Alleghe  and  on  the  lagoon  at  Marano, 
wounding  a  few  persons,  but  causing 
slight  damage."

Sidney  gave  Premier  Bowser  at 
right  royal  reception  last  night 
when,  at  a  crowded  meeting  ln 
the  Berqulst  Hall,  he  presented 
the  record  of  the* Government  for  tho 
approval  of  the  electors  of  Tho 
Islands  riding,  and  made  an  appeal  (or 
their  support.

After  tho 
meeting  scores  of  residents  of  the  town 
met  the  Premier  and  shook  hands. 

The  Premier's  tribute  to  Major  W. 
W.  Foster,  the  Conservative  candidate, 
now  at  the  front,  was  loudly  cheered. 
"For  He's  a  Jolly  Good  Fellow,"  waa 
enthusiastically  aung,  while  three 
times  three  were  glveif  for  tho  Premier.

Teaaf    Bandit    Porcee    Teller    in 
rraaeisco  So  Mead  MMh  Money- 
Caught  hy  Police 

BAN  FRANCISCO,  Aug.  30.— A  youth' 
ful  bandit,  who  robbed  the  Mission 
Branch  of  the  Anglo-Call  fornla  Bank 
hefe  today  of  $8,000  in  gold,  and  who 
later  wan  captured  in  the  Golden  Otto 
Park,  after  an  automobile  ehase  and 
running  revolver  duel,  tonight  gave  the 
police  his  name  as  Edward  Von  Walden, 
and  said  he  was  the  sOn  of  a  Cincin- 
nati physician.  Mo  also  said  he  re- 
cently opened  an  office  to  engage  in 
thO  store  fixture  business  in  Los  An- 
geles, whore  ho  now  hhs  two  stenog- 
raphers and  several  salesmen  in  his 
employ.

"Only  a  great  German  Victory  could 
have  cheeksa  houmaDlan  Intervention.  It 
failed  to  materiel lx»,  and  We  have  steeped 
Into  the  war;  flrst,  to  realise  our  national 
asplratleae;  secondly.  Inspired  by  the  ha. 
m unitarian  spirit  to  shorten  the  War, 
which  will  now  end  six  months  sooner 
than   was   expected   a   week   ago. 

"The  most  Valuable  reward  of  our  inter* 
ventlon  will  be  Transylvania,  populated  by 
4.(»oo.ooo  Roumanians.  The  Banat  of 
Temeavar  also  Is  mainly  Roumanian,  and 
the  Bukowina,  too,  will  be  In  the  balance. 
Hungary  will  lone  a  quarter  of  her  ter- 
ritory and  population.  Including  the  towns 
of  Trmesvar.  Kolosvar  and  Brasso,  aa  well 
aa   hor   richest   mining  districts. 

"Regarding  the  future  course  of  the  gen-

LONDON.  Aug-.  JO.— Dr.  E.  J.  Dillon. 
The  Dally  Telegraphs  correspondent, 
wiring  from  Acqui,  Italy,  on  Monday 
night,  says: 

"I  am  Informed  on  excellent  authority 
that  the  Bulgarian  plan  of  notion  for 
the  eventuality  of  defeat  la  already 
drawn  up.  As  won  a«  the  catastrophe 
iu  SMn  to  be  Inevitable,  but  not  before, 
the  RunsophUa  party  will  make  over- 
tures to  the  Entente  Government*  of- 
feror to  withdraw  from  the  German 
alliance,  depose  Ferdinand  and  proclaim 
Prince  Boris  kin*,  on  condition  that 
Serbian  Macedonia  and  the  Eaoe-Mldla 
frontier  line  be  accorded  to  Bulgaria 

"J  am  further  assured,  although  by  a 
leas  trustworthy  authority,  that  even  at 
the  present  conjuncture,  which  has 
BTeatry  depressed  the  Bulgarian  people. 
an  agreement  on  these  terms  would  be 
concluded. 

"The  Bulgarian  people,  deprived  of 
intormatlon,  are  still  hopeful  of  mili- 
tary success,  despite  their  miserable 
economic  plight,  and  a  dealre  for  peace 
Is  evident,  but  governmental  circles  In 
Sofia  are   under  no   illusions. 

"King  Ferdinand  is  said  to  be  busy 
making  the  best  possible  provision  for 
his  dynasty,  and  already  Prince  Boris, 
whom  I  know  to  be  almost  as  consum- 
mate a  play  actor  aa  his  father,  is  giv- 
ing expression  to  Francophile  aentl- 
menta,  and  disapproval  of  tho  policy 
which  haa  landed  his  country  In  its 
present  desperate  predicament" 

Pro-Buealan  Demonstrations 
A   despatch   to   The   Times   from   Bu- 
charest,  dated   Sunday,  says: 

"According  to  trustworthy  news  re- 
ceived by  The  Journal  JSpoca,  the  situ- 
ation In  Bulgaria  Is  very  critical.  Dur- 
ing the  laat  few  days,  pro-Russian  de- 
monstration* have  taken  place  at  Phi- 
lipplpolie.  Yamboli,  and  stara  Zagora, 
and  the  Government  was  compeUed  to 
call  upon  the  German  division  to  crush 
them.  The  population  attacked  the 
soldiers,  who  fired,  killing  and  Injuring 
a  great  number  of  rioters. 

"It  seems  that  the  situation  of  the 
Kadoslavoff   cabinet  Is  very  critical." 

Another  despatch  to  The  Times  from 
the  Roumanian  capital,  bearing  date  of 
Saturday,  says: 

"Bulgarian  deserters  who  have  ar- 
rived In  Roumania,  describe  the  spirit  of 
the  Bulgarian  troops  as  very  low,  on 
account  of  their  not  receiving  pay  for 
six  months  and  being  given  Insufficient 
iood.  All  their  movements  have  been 
niade  on  foot,  whereas  the  Austro-Oer- 
mans  are  well  fed.  regularly  paid,  and 
all  their  movements  are  made  by  train. 
"According  to  trustworthy  Informa- 
tion, Bulgarian  troops  are  continually 
being  moved  toward  the  south,  in  order 
to  meet   General   SarraU'a  offensive."

LONDON,  Aug.  10.— Notifying  Con- 
aul-Ganeral  Skinner  that  children  born 
of  neutral  parenta  In  Great  Britain  will 
he  given  to  the  age  of  Jl  years  and 
two  montha  before  being  obliged  to 
declare  which  coUntry'a  cltlaenshlp  they 
wish  to  adopt,  the  War  Office  haa  made 
a  concession  affecting  several  thousand 
neutrals  In  this  country. 

According  to  International  practice, 
such  Individuals  must  -make  election 
when  they  attain  the  age  of  81.  But 
since  the  Introduction  of  compulsory 
military  service  In  Great  Britain  they 
have  all  been  regarded  as  British  sub- 
jects, to  automatically  become  soldiers 
on  their  llth  birthday. 

The  reply  to  Consul-General  Skin- 
ner's query  will  likely  prevent  numer- 
ous caaea  of  hardship  due  to  uncer- 
tainty. 


i'AK.18,  Aug.  JO. — Roumania's  entry 
into  the  war  continues  to  be  the  main 
subject  in  the  Parte  press.

Uuatave  Herve:  "King  Ferdinands 
punishment  for  the  treacherous  attack 
on  Serbia  a  year  ago  begins.  All  Sofia 
to  trembling  with  apprehension,  rsalls- 
lng  that  Roumania  has  smashed  Bul- 
>aria'g  plans  again,  as  aha  did  In  the 
second  Balkan  war.  I  would  not  be  In 
Bulgaria's  shoes  for  a  fortune." 

Senator  Stephen  Fichon,  Foresga  Mln- 
toter  of  France:  "No  Intervention  In  this 
war  la  more  Justified  on  every  ground 
that  Roumanla'a  Neither  Germany  nor 
Austria  could  have  been  expected  to 
Slve  up  Hungarian  territory  populated 
by  Roumanians,  because  It  constitutes 
such  a  valuable  part  of  the  dual  em- 
pire's aolL  There  la  no  doubt  that  the 
map  of  Europe  la  to  be  completely  re- 
modelled." 

Senator  Charles  Humbert:  "Rouma- 
nians entry  Into  the  war  to  another  bril- 
liant diplomatic  victory  for  the  Allies. 
Her  army,  lead  by  some  of  tbe  moat 
brilliant  officers  of  Europe,  will  co- 
operate with  the  Allied  armies  at  8a- 
lonlca,  cleaning  up  the  southeastern 
corner  of  Europe  and  clarifying  the  I 
Near  Eaatern  problem.  Roumania  haa 
chosen  the  right  moment." 

Georges  Clemenceau:  "Transylvania 
to  for  Roumania  what  the  Trentlno  Is 
for  Italy.  The  Roumanian  army,  beyond 
doubt,  causes  great  disquietude  In  Vi- 
enna and  Berlin  because  the  Austrian 
flank  la  laid  bare  to  attack.  Alao  we 
cannot  overlook  tbe  eventuality  of  Rus- 
sia sending  troops  to  punish  the  Bul- 
gara  for  attacking  the  Serbs,  aa  the 
Caar  swore  he  would  do." 

Gabriel  Hanotaux:  "There  waa  no 
room  In  the  Balkans  for  a  big  Bulgaria 
and  a  big  Roumania.  The  moment  Ger- 
many took  Bulgaria  under  her  wing,  and 
promised  to  make  her  a  great  state. 
Koumanla  waa  forced  Into  the  Allies' 
camp.  Abstention  would  mean  anni- 
hilation. Her  intervention  aasures  her 
aggrandisement  at  the  expenae  of  Bul- 
garia and  Hungary.  Germany  loaea  her 
bridge  to  Asia  Minor,  which  ahe  ex- 
pected Bulgaria  to  constitute.  There- 
fore, her  Near  Eaatern  policy  has  proved 
a  complete  failure  In  the  whole  war. 
1he»  Hungarian  troops  are  fatally 
caught  In  the  whirl  of  the  death  waits."

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SOCIALIST  PETITION 

to  Be  Urged  to  Beak 
Of  War— Terms  Are 

Set  Farth 

BERLIN,  Aug.  2a*  via  London.  Aug. 
30.— The  Berliner  Volka  Zeltung  pub- 
lishes the  text  of  a  manifesto  accom- 
panying a  monstsr  petition  which  the 
executive  of  the  Social-Democratic 
Party  Intenda  to  present  to  the  Chan- 
cellor after  obtaining  signatures 
throughout  the  country. 

The  manifesto  describes  the  Socialist 
war  alma  aa  a  rejection  or  all  annexa- 
tions but  tha  preservation  of  the  Em- 
pire's territorial  Integrity,  the  main- 
tenance of  Ha  political  Independence 
and  security  of  freedom  for  economic 
development  No  peace  at  any  price. 
It  reads:  no  peace  that  would  make  our 
nation  the  footstool  of  foreign  powers; 
but  peace  that  would  fulfil  these  three 
conditions,  aa  aeon  aa  the  enemy  la 
willing. 

Subscriptions  to  the  petition.  It  adds, 
will  show  whether  the  nation  supports 
tha  annexationist  or  antl-aanexatlon- 
lat  policy. 


LONDON,  Aug.  30.— A  dispatch  from 
Amsterdam  to  The  Dally  Mall  aays  the 
current  number  of  Maxlmillian  Harden's 
Die  Zukunft  ie  devoted  to  a  long  history 
of  Roumania,  wherein  he  reminded  his 
readers  how.  In  the  days  of  Plevna. 
Prince  Karl  of  Hohensollern  led  Russian 
and  Roumanian  troops,  and  how  Bis- 
marck's cynical  indifference  robbed  Rou- 
mania of  the  reward  of  her  efforts. 

For  a  second  time  Harden  recalls  Bis- 
marck's warning  that  Roumania  ahould 
wait  until  the  moment  when,  amid  the 
ruin  of  other  empires,  ripe  fruit  should 
fall  Into  her  lap,  and  he  adds  this  sen- 
tence: "If  Roumania  moves,  It  is  be- 
cause ehe  believes  the  end  Is  near." 
Major  Moraht's  View 
BERLIN.  Aug.  30.— Major  Mo  rah  t,  In 
The  Tageblatc  writes: 

"Our  front  now  la  lengthened  by 
nearly  800  miles,  from  Bukowlna  to  the 
Roumanian  border  north  of  Varna.  In 
view  of  Roumanla'a  peculiar  geographi- 
cal conformation  it  will  have  to  attach 
importance  to  Its  fortresses  in  case  of 
an  attack  proceeding  from  Hungary. 

"Roumanla'a  mobilization  Is  of  very 
limited  interest  to  us.  since,  like  Italy's 
mobilisation.  It  was  practically  conclud- 
ed before  the  declaration  of  war.  We 
may,  therefore,  asaume  that  little  time 
will  elapse  before  the  first  clashes  take 
place  on  the  Hungarian  border. 

"Roumania's  network  of  atrateglc  rail- 
roads la  characterised  as  efficient.  Rou- 
mania can.  from  her  central  position, 
shift  her  army  in  all  directions  If  she 
wants  to  attack  in  the  region  of  Buk- 
owlna or  Siebenbuergen,  or  the  Danube. 
For  a  Russian  march  through  Roumania, 
the  railroad  through  Kischlnew-Galats  la 
available.  From  here  the  Russian  army, 
whoae  goal  is  Bulgaria,  would  probably 
have  to  march  afoot  through  Dobrudja." 

Want  Island  a  Sold 
COPENHAGEN,  Aug.  3$,  via  Lon- 
don, Aug.  30. — The  Ministry  of  Finance 
l.as  received  a  telegram  from  the 
Colonial  Council  of  St.  Thomas,  Danish 
west  Indies,  that  the  Council,  on  August 
26,  unanimously  adopted  a  resolution 
earnestly  requesting  Denmark  to  haaten 
negotiations  for  the  aale  of  the  Islands 
to  the  United  states,  "as  constantly  re- 
curring negotiations  for  the  aale  are 
paralysing  all  enterprises  In  St.  Thomas 
and  St.  John,  and  great  depreaslon  with 
a  deficit  In  the  public  treasury,  and 
Private  misery  have  already  been  caused 
by  the  war.  and  by  the  suspension  of 
hopes  regarding  the  Panama  Canal."

TORONTO,  Aug.  SO.— A  atrong  criti- 
cism of  the  "autocratic"  control  exer- 
cised by  the  Canadian  Underwriters' 
Association  In  regard  to  Are  insurance 
in  Ontario  featurea  the  report  present- 
ed by  the  Provincial  lire  marshal,  B.  P. 
Heaton,  to  Mr.  Justice  Maaten  at  the 
opening  session  of  the  Fire  Insurance 
Commission  yesterday.  In  rsvlewlng 
the  fire  insurance  situation  generally 
and  the  relative  standing  of  tha  tariff 
and  tha  non-tariff  companies,  Mr.  Hea- 
ton arrives  at  tha  following  among 
other  conclusions: 

That  with  the  unexpressed  but  obvi- 
ous object  of  restricting  competition, 
the  association  prohibits  its  business 
intercourse  with  non-tariff  companies, 
and  with  a  similar  object  In  view  haa 
extended  its  rulea  to  auppraaa  or  limit 
forms,  clausss  and  conditions  advan- 
tageous to  the  Insuring  public,  readily 
granted  in  other  countries  and  accep- 
table to  companies  here  If  allowed  to 
exercise  their  own  Judgment. 

That  the  attitude  of  the  association 
to  the  insuring  public  haa  been  arbi- 
trary and  autocratic,  and  that  the  as- 
sociation haa  made  no  serious  effort 
to  obtain  reliable  statistics  by  which 
the  adequacy  of  rates  might  be  Judged.

The  231al  Battalion,  Seaforth  High- 
lander, now  la  entirely  muatered  at  the 
Sidney  Camp.  With  the  arrival  of  C 
Company,  which  haa  been  engaged  in 
recruiting  work  In  Vancouver  for  aev- 
«ral  weeks,  on  Tuesday,  all  the  officers 
and  men  on  the  roll  have  been  gathered 
at  the  Island  mobilization  centre.  It 
will  be  poaalble,  therefore,  for  Lieut- 
Col.  Leach,  .the  commanding  officer,  to 
undertake  battalion  movements,  theae 
having  been  out  of  the  queatlon  up  to 
the  present  because  of  the  abaence  of  a 
part  of  hia  command. 

Capt.  McKay  brought  C  Company  to 
Victoria.  It  waa  160  atrong.  and 
reached  here  on  the  2:30  'oclock  boat  on 
Tueaday.  Marching  through  the  streets 
of  the  city  for  a  abort  time,  the  High- 
lander were  drawn  up  at  the  V.  &  8. 
depot  where  they  boarded  a  apeciai 
train  and  left  for  their  quarters  at  3:30 
o"clock.

With  hardly 
an  exception.  every  detachment  of 
troops  proceeding  overseas  from  this 
city  has  bssn  escorted  to  the  C.P.H. 
dock  by  the  artillery  band.  Almost 
twenty  members  of  this  band  bars  been 
drafted  into  tbo  C.B.F.,  and  whoa  It  Is 
remsmberedthat  Its  strength  has  never 
sines  August.  1*14,  exceeded  thirty-five 
members,  thoas  with  a  knowledge  of 
bands  will  have  an  Idea  of  tbo  Inces- 
sant efforts  required  to  keep  the  organ- 
isation up  to  tho  standard  reached  at 
tbs  tlms  of  the  declaration  of  war.  That 
this  standard  has  been  maintained  eaa 
beat  be  Judged  by  the  frequent  requests 
for   lta  services. 

The  present  band  of  the  6  th  Regi- 
ment, C.G.A.,  was  organised  by  Mr.-  John 
Finn  about  21  years  ago.  when  CoL  B.  Q. 
Prior  was  officer  commanding  the  regi- 
ment. Bandmaster  Finn  Wielded  the  ba- 
ton for  about  eleven  years,  and  during 
that  time  the  band  beoame  the  best  In 
British  Columbia,  and  probabfy  the 
finest  In  tbs  Pacific  Northwest  It  was 
constantly  smployod.  when  not  required 
by  the  regiment  in  fulfilling  engage- 
ments in  tbe  neighboring  cities. 

The  first  rehearsal  was  held  In  the 
Victoria  market  building,  and  after  a  de- 
gree of  proficiency  bad  been  attained,  a 
series  of  promenade  concerts  was  given 
there.  When  the  drill  ball  on  Mensies 
Street  was  completed  In  the  early  90'a 
promenade  concerts  were  given  there  by 
the  6th  band  every  Saturday  evening, 
and  for  years  were  a  part  of  Victoria's 
•ociaa-i  •  iir©.  Tn©  nrit  exhibition  of 
"moving  pictures"  in  Victoria  was  given 
at  one  of  these  concerts. 

About  1900,  arrangements  were  com- 
pleted for  the  artillery  band  to  tour 
Great  Britain,  but  almost  on  the  eve  of 
departure.  Bandmaster  Finn  was  strick- 
en with  appendicitis,  and  the  tour  waa 
cancelled. 

At  World's  Fair 
At  the  time  of  tho  World's  Fair  In 
St  Louis,  Mo.,  the  6th  Regiment  band 
waa  offered  an  engagement  by  the  direc- 
tors of  the  exposition,  and  permission 
waa  granted  by  the  Department  of  Mi- 
litia and  Defence  for  the  band  to  accept 
the  offer.  At  one  concert  on  the  fair 
grounds  the  band  played  to  an  audience 
of  sixty  thousand  people.  Returning 
from  St.  Loula  engagementa  were  filled 
at  Denver,  Colo.;  Norton,  Kansas; 
Omaha,  Nebraska;  Spokane  and  several 
of  the  Coaat  cities.  A  return  engage- 
ment waa  also  played  In  St  Louis. 

Mr.  Walter  North  succeeded  John  Finn 
aa  bandmaster,  and  he  In  turn  waa  suc- 
ceeded by  Mr.  Kmil  Pferdner  and  Mr. 
A.  Rumaby.  In  1911  Mr.  Sidney  Rogers 
became  the  mualcal  director,  and  upon 
hia  resignation  in  1914.  Mr.  W.  J.  Smith 
received   the  appointment 

Bandmaster  Smith  served  for  ten 
yeara  In  the  band  of  the  Cumberland 
Artillery.  Mr.  Sidney  Rogers  Is  now 
bandmaster  in  the  47th  Battalion,  C.E. 
F..  Lieut-Col.  W.  N.  Wlnsby,  command- 
ing. 

In  the  first  draft  of  troops  from  the 
Province,  the  "Immortal  «8,"  were  two 
members  of  the  6th  C.Q.A.  band.  They 
were  two  aona  of  Mr.  Tom  Watson,  ex- 
fire  chief.  They  have  aerved  in  France 
continuously. 

"When  ia  a  band  not  a  bandr*  may 
be  truthfully  answered  by  "When  It  ia 
an  artillery  band,"  because  an  artillery 
regiment  not  being  a  marching  unit,  or, 
aa  the  soldiers  say,  "foot  aloggers,"  haa 
no  provision  made  for  a  band  by  the 
Militia  Department,  beyond  allowing  a 
bandmaater  on  the  regimental  establish- 
ment and  issuing  to  him  mualc  hooka  of 
patriotic  and  aacred  airs,  but  no  instru- 
ments on  which  to  play  them.  In  in- 
fantry reglmenta  bands  are  provided 
for,  musicians  are  enlisted  aa  auch,  and 
on  active  aervlce  do  duty  aa  stretcher- 
bearers.  The  membera  of  the  6th  Artil- 
lery Band  are  atteated,  and  aworn-in  aa 
gunners,  and  are  liable  to  all  the  dutiea 
of  a  soldier.  Every  mualcian  la  a  trained 
artilleryman  who  doea  hta  share  of  duty 
In  the  local  fortreaaea,  and  la  liable  to 
active  service  beyond  tbe  confines  of 
Canada.  The  musicians  who  comprlae 
the  band  are,  regimentally,  two  very 
proficient  6-inch  B.  L  gun  teams,  and 
they  have  experienced  the  satisfaction 
of  making  good  shots  at  a  Hong-Kong 
target  over  a  long  range.  Theae  gun- 
teams  become  a  band  when  the  mem- 
bera are  off  duty.  Thla  la  not  gener- 
ally  understood  by   Victorians. 

Purchase  of  Instruments 
In  1897  the  bsnd  procured,  at  lta  own 
expense,  a  set  of  Instruments  costing 
$1,600.  Within  the  last  month  an  ex- 
penditure of  approximately  $700  was 
made  for  aome  new  Instruments, 
among  which  is  a  double-B  monater 
baas,  weighing  thirty-six  pounds — only 
sn  artilleryman  from  a  heavy  battery 
could  find  Joy  In  toying  with  such  a 
mualcal  monater. 

Lieut-Colonel  R.  Angus,  officer  com- 
manding 6th  Regiment,  C.O.A.,  has 
given  the  band  permission  to  play  a 
sacred  concert- at  Beacon  Hill  Park  next 
Sunday  afternoon.  As  thsre  has  been 
little.  If  any,  music  provided  at  thia 
popular  spot  this  Summer,  the  public 
will  no  doubt  show  their  appreciation  by 
turning  out  In  large  numbers.

According  to  a  letter  received 
here  yesterday  he  states  that  he  is  now 
lying  in  a  London  hospital,  where  he  la 
being  well  looked  after.  Lady  Drum- 
mond  has  visited  him  and  kindly  offered 
him  the  use  of  her  motor  car  whenever 
he  la  disposed  to  use  it,  besides  Inviting 
him  to  visit  her  country  home  when  able 
to  leave  hospital. 

Describing  .how  he  waa  wounded, 
Lieut.

London.

Every 
evening  during  the  week  similar 
speeches  will  be  made,  Mr.  Chas.  Mac- 
donald,  Mr.  F.  Bell-Irving,  Sir  Chas.

Mr.  B  Boggs,  introduced  ae  aa  "Im- 
perial   Conservative,"    wae   featured   at 

laat  nlghfs  Liberal  meeting  at  the  Ath- 
letic Hall,  Hulton  Street  There  were 
Si  persona  at  the  meeting  and  elx 
speakers. 

"I  am  here  es  one  of  the  members 
of  the  old  Conservative  party  and  con- 
scientiously a*y  that  I  have  never  cast 
a  vote  for  a  Liberal,"  said  Mr.  Boggs. 
"And  at  thla  election  I  do  not  Intend 
to  east  my  vote  for  Liberals  as  Liber- 
als, but  for  men  who  are  going  to  turn 
out  this  opportunist  government  which 
1e  today  toting  itself  under  the  grand 
old  Conservative  flag.  The  Imperial 
Conservative  Association  is  loyal  to  Sir 
Robert  Borden  and  the  principles  he 
stands  for. 

"But  we  thought  it  not  wise  for  the 
Imperial  Conservatives  to  bring  out 
eahdidatee  at  this  time,  simply  because 
by  euch  action  we  would  have  been 
(playing  Into  the  hands  of  those  who 
have  controlled  the  Government  of 
British  Columbia  for  the  laat  few  years. 
We  aek  you  not  to  vote  for  theee  four 
Liberal  candidates  because  of  tbem- 
selvea,  but  to  punish  the  dishonesty 
that  haa  been  rampant  In  this  Govern- 
ment. Tour  vote  for  the  Liberals  will 
show  that  there  are  aome  people  of 
British  Columbia  who  are  not  going  to 
submit  to  the  dishonesty  that  has 
brought  the  Province  Into  disgrace. 

"If  Mr.  Price  Ellison  resigned  because 
of  his  dealings  as  Finance  Minister  and 
has  been  brought  out  again  by  the  Con- 
servatives, it  Is  not  for  us  to  condemn 
the  Government  for  that.  But  it  Is  our 
right  to  say  we  do  not  approve  of  the 
Premier  of  this  Province  going  up  to 
Vernon  end  taking  the  platform  to 
apeak  in  support  of  the  man  who  has 
been  a  disgrace  and  who  had  to  retire 
from  the  office  of  Finance  Minister  be- 
cause of  dishonesty." 

Mr.  Boggs  praised  Mr.  F.  A.  Pauline, 
Liberal  candidate  In  Saanich.  He  aald 
they  had  sat  together  on  the  Board  of 
Trade  and  had  together  experienced  the 
surprise,  after  getting  grants  from  the 
Dominion  Government  for  harbor  work, 
to  find  that  part  of  this  money  wax  go- 
ing Into  the  pockets  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Price. 
Mr.  Boggs  said  it  wae  a  shame  that 
those  responsible  for  the  misappropria- 
tion of  the  Government  money  had  not 
been  prosecuted.  "Things  of  thla  sort 
make  us  feel  ashamed  of  the  way  things 
have  been  going  In  Victoria,"  he  con- 
tinued. 

Pointing  to  the  three  Liberal  candi- 
dates on  the  platform,  he  aald  that  If 
they  never  said  a  word  after  being 
elected,  they  couldn't  be  any  worse  than 
the  representatives  of  Victoria  In  the 
last  Legislature. 

Up-country  Foker  Again 
Aid.  George  Bell  said  that  the  little 
cards  which  he  Is  privately  distributing 
to  voters  are  causing  The  Colonist 
much  trouble.  He  declared  they  were 
furnishing  a  "safe  raft  on  which  the 
Liberals  will  be  carried  to  a  eafe  goal 
on   September  14." 

He  criticised  the  Premier  for  saying 
that  "no  man  will  be  more  welcome 
back  in  the  Government  than  Mr.  Price 
Ellison  of  Vernon,  who  was  put  In  by 
the  'machine'  and  who  has  been  mixed 
up  in  deals  which  no  public  man  should 
be  mixed  up  in." 

Aid.  Bell  again  told  of  how  he  used 
to  watch  poker  playing  and  Sunday 
drinking  in  the  bar  of  an  up-country 
hotel.  He  denied  the  charges  of  Con- 
servative editors  that  he  had  done 
nothing  to  break  up  the  illegal  actions, 
aa  he  had  complained  to  the  Municipal 
Union  of  British  Columbia  and  written 
an  article  about  the  enforcement  of  law 
In  thla  country,  which  was  copied 
throughout  Canada  and  caused  much 
comment.  * 

"In  British  Columbia,"  he  continued, 
"it's  a  pity  how  the  law  is  violated  by 
the  very  men  who  were  put  in  to  carry 
the  law  into  effect  It  is  a  strange 
thing  how  the  conatables  go  on  In  the 
Interior.  The  Kamlops  Jail  haa  got  to 
be  a  bye-word,  es  a  criminal  who  gets 
there  is  pretty  near  safe.  Men  there, 
even  under  murder,  have  escaped  and 
are  still  going." 

Aid.  Bell  emphatically  denied  the  re- 
port that  the  Liberal  party  Is  not  In 
favor  of  the  "ladles'  referendum."  He 
declared  the  Liberals  were  the  leadera 
In  working  for  "votes  for  ladles,"  and 
that'  Mr.  Brewster  voted  against  the 
referendum  bill  In  the  Legislature  be- 
cause he  favored  granting  women  the 
vote  directly  without  the  referendum. 

He  criticised  the  Agricultural  Credits 
Act  because  it  wae  not  in  force  ten 
years  ago,  "because  we  would  now  be 
lending  money  to  the  farmers  today  at 
S  per  cent  Instead  of  at  IH  per  cent 
The  Government  should  have  been  ae- 
siatlng  agriculture  instead  of  railways 
during  the  laat  few  years,"  he  added. 
Oases  PtoS  ay  Chairman 
Alderman  Bell  criticised  The  Colonist 
for  reporting  him  at  the  Margaret  Jen- 
kins School  as  saying  that  "he  waa 
much  pleased  that  there  were  eo  few 
ladles    present." 

The  chairman  Immediately  corrected 
Alderman  Bell,  eaylng  that  he  thought 
the  reports  In  The  Colonist  of  Liberal 
meetlnge  were  fair.  "I  read  The  Col- 
onist every  morning,"  he  said.  "Some 
of  the  editorials  are  humorous,  but  the 
reports  of  the  meetings  are  creditable." 

Mr.  F.  A.  Pauline.  Libers',  candidate 
tor  Saanich,  predicted  be  would  be 
elected  with  a  good  majority  on  Sep- 
tember 14.  He  declared  that  there  la 
no  constitutional  and  representative 
government    In    British    Columbia. 

"We  are  governed  today  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive Council,  which.  In  other  words, 
le  exectly  by  the  autocratic  Attorney- 
General   of  this  Province,"   he  aald. 


"There  must  be  strong  reaaoaa  for 
a  change  la  government  when  Sir 
Charles  Hibbert  Tupper  and  Mr.  Boss*, 
of  this  city,  take  the  etaad  they  do," 
aald  Mr.  John  Hart  Hs  declared  that 
besides  these  reasons,  another  cause  for 
the  change  la  that  the  Liberals  are  of- 
fering a  business  Government  with  a 
real  policy. 

Mr.  Hart  asserted  that  the  financial 
eltuatlon  In  B.  c.  la  very  serious.  "This 
Government."  he  said,  "haa  spent  S100.- 
000,000  since  It  came  Into  power.  But 
where  hae  all  thla  gone?  The  whole 
amount  haa  been  spent  In  recklessness 
and  graft  Mr.  Bowser  has  said  that 
be  believes  In  greasing.'  That  la 
where  the  resources  and  money  of  this 
country    have    gone." 

Mr.  Hart  said  that  wben  the  McBrtde- 
L'owser  Government  came  Into  power, 
the  net  public  debt  of  the  Province  was 
SS.t00.0U0.     This  hae   been  Increased  to 

130.000,000. 

"The  Government  hae  equandered 
■••'•J'  all  our  resources  during  Its  re- 
gime, and  haa  alienated  our  resources 
to  the  extent  of  over  9SS.000.eoo,"  he 
continued.  "And  these  proceeds  have 
been  squandered  like  the  reet  of  the 
revenue.  The  Government  also  haa 
guaranteed  railways  over  180,000.000, 
and  that  guarantee  la  aa  much  a  lia- 
bility to  the  Province  as  is  the  public 
debt" 

He  esserted  that  in  not  ons  year  since 
it  haa  been  In  power,  has  the  McBrlde- 
■Bowaer  Government  shown  a  surplus,  If 
ths  money  realised  from  the  sale  of 
public  resources  ware  eliminated.  He 
said  that  the  civil  service  salaries  have 
Increased  more  than  five  timee  over 
those  of  1S07  and  1908.  and  that  Brit- 
ish Columbia  is  today  spending  two  dol- 
lars for  every  one  taken  in. 

The  Conservative  Weakness 

Replying  to  Premier  Bowser's  recent 
statement  that  the  abolition  of  tho  pat- 
ronage system  would  mean  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  Liberal  party,  Mr.  Henry  C. 
Hall  said  that  "Mr.  Bowser  still  fails  to 
grasp  the  situation." 

"It  is  the  failure  to  abolish  the  pat- 
ronage system  that  Is  killing  the  Con- 
servative party  in  British  Columbia," 
he  continued.

Council  Changes  Plans  as 
Result  of  Residents'  Vigor- 
ous Protest — Eighteen-Foot 
Surface  Adopted. 


Mr.  Hall  said  that  "the  failure  to  en- 
force the  law,  and  tho  fact  that  Justice 
waa  tainted  at  the  fountain-head  in  B. 
C."  were  responsible  for  the  "calamity" 
of  the  Dominion  Trust  and  all  the  land- 
grabbing  that  hae  been  going  on.  The 
same  causes  were  also  responsible  for 
the  Nanaimo  mine  strikes,  the  employ- 
ment today  of  hundreds  of  Chinese  in 
the  mines  of  British  Columbia,  and  the 
condition  of  the  Canadian  Northern  Pa- 
cific Railway  in  British  Columbia,  and 
the  Pacific  Great  Eastern. 

Mr.  Hall  aald  he  was  strongly  in 
favor  of  changes  in  the  education  sys- 
tem of  British  Columbia,  so  that  boys 
and  girls  may  be  trained  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  large  amount  of  by- 
-products thrown  off  from  the  mills  and 
factories  of  this  Province. 

Mr.  E.  J.  Bawden,  who  was  chair- 
man, declared  that  Premier  Bowser  was 
not  "manly"  because  in  admitting  that 
Vthe  Government  had  done  things  it 
should  not  have  done,  he  would  not  take 
the  blame  upon  himself,  but  said  the 
people  were  responsible   for  it  all. 

"This  Is  a  time  of  crisis,"  he  eatd. 
The  only  thing  to  do  to  save  the  coun- 
try Is  to  put  In  a  new  Government,  and 
If  they  are  not  acceptable,  then  turn 
them  out  and  put  In  another  Govern- 
ment" 


The  Burnslde  Road  pavement  le  to  be 
IS  foot  in  width  from  Harriet  Road  to 
the  limit  of  the  South  Saanich  Munici- 
pality. This  was  decided  by  the  works 
committee  of  the  council,  a  meeting  of 
which   was  held  on  Tueeday  evening. 

In  view  of  the  strenuous  protest 
registered  by  a  large  deputation  of  resi- 
dents of  the  thoroughfare  against  the 
proposal  that  the  bltullthic  surface  be 
laid  a  width  of  only  IS  feet  from  Mari- 
gold Avenue  to  Adams  Road,  the  reeve 
and  councillors  have  decided  to  aban- 
don It  and  to  return  to  the  original 
plana.  Accordingly  the  curbs,  which 
had  been  installed  at  the  16  foot  mark 
for  a  short  distance,  have  been  made 
wider  and  the  work  is  proceeding-  to 
the  satisfaction  of  those  directly  con- 
cerned. Burnslde  Road,  therefore,  will 
have  a  wider  pavement  than  the  East 
Saanich  Road,  on  which  the  11-foot 
pavement  le  being  laid. 

This  decision,  it  should  be  explained. 
Is  not  yet  official,  but  as  ths  works 
committee  Is  made  up  of  the  whole 
council  there  la  no  doubt  that  the 
change  will  be  adopted  at  next  Tues- 
day evening's  meeting. 

It  also  Is  reported  that  a  satisfac- 
tory arrangement  for  the  expropriation 
of  the  old  water  pipes  in  the  Clover- 
dale  district,  South  Saanich.  has  been 
reached. 

Saanich  has  adopted  a  resolution,  put- 
ting itself  on  record  as  being  In  favor 
of  the  reduction  of  the  transportation 
charges  on  motor  cars  coming  from  the 
American  side  and  from  the  mainland 
of  British  Columbia  to  Vancouver 
Island.

Ex-Judge  Harrison,  appealing  for 
some  Gorge  Road  property  owners 
egainst  the  assessments  for  the  pav- 
ing of  that  thoroughfare,  pleaded  with 
the  court  of  revision  on  local  Improve- 
ment, consisting  of  Mayor  Stewart  and 
Aldermen  Bell,  Dllworth  and  Todd,  yes- 
terday to  allow  the  ratepayers  twenty 
or  twenty-five  years  to  pay  for  the  work 
Instead  of  the  ten  demanded  by  the  by- 
law. The  estimated  cost  of  paving  and 
laying  surface  drains  and  gutters  on 
the  Gorge  Road  between  Manchester 
Road  and  Carroll  Street  was  |35,813,  but 
the  actual  cost  turned  out  to  be  145,- 
314.43.  ) 

Mr.  Harrison  said  that  to  force  the 
property  owners  to  pay  the  assessment 
In  the  ten  years  called  for  would  mean 
ruin  for  some  of  them.  He  said  that 
many  of  them  would  let  their  property 
go  end  thla  would  mean  that  the  city 
would  get  no  taxea  at  all  from  It  He 
declared  that  if  the  foundations  were 
properly  laid  the  work  would  be  good  for 
longer   than   ten  yeers. 

As  there  was  dispute  as  to  whether 
the  work  was  carried  out  under  the  old 
or  new  Local  Improvement  Act,  It  was 
decided  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  To- 
ronto legal  firm  which  handled  the  de- 
bentures. Mr.  Harrison  wanted  the  city 
to  get  the  Legislature  to  pass  a  special 
act  extending  the  period  of  payment  to 
twenty-five  years. 

"There  should  oe  some  consideration 
shown  the  taxpayer  at  this  time,"  he 
said.

Made  Street  Worse  Than  Before 
There  was  much  complaint  about  the 
manner  In  which  the  work  of  improving 
Henry  Street  has  been  carried  on.  So 
far  the  street  has  only  been  partly 
graded. 

"The  street  has  not  been  opened  up," 
said  Mr.  J.  8.  Brandon.  "What  haa  been 
done  makes  the  property  look  worse 
than  It  was  before." 

"It  Is  a  most  disgraceful  and  deplor- 
able condition,"  complained  another 
owner.  "The  owners  along  the  atreet 
ought  to  be  Indemnified." 

"The  city  hae  done  more  harm  than 
good,"  said  Mr.  Richard  Lowe,  appear- 
ing for  Mra.  Helmcken,  who  owns 
three  lots  on  the  street.  "There  has 
only  been  a  little  grading  done  and 
there  are  no  sidewalks." 

The  court  pointed  out  that  only 
15,781.63  of  the  estimated  cost  of  fl4,- 
45S  has  been  expended.  With  the  ex- 
ception of  rectifying  the  assessments 
of  a  few  owners  who  were  not  credited 
with  a  small  amount  of  their  frontage 
which  the  city  took,  the  assessment  wae 
confirmed. 

Shelbourne  Street  owners,  between 
Edmonton  Road  and  Haultain  Street 
led  by  Mr.  H.  g.  Prlngle,  complained 
that  they  had  not  been  given  full 
credit  for  rock  that  wae  taken  out  of 
the  street  They  said  this  was  respon- 
sible for  an  estimated  cost  of  SIMM 
rising  to  an  actual  cost  of  •19.177.74. 
The  city  engineer  aald  that  ll.joe  had 
been  credited  to  the  owners  for 
S.S0S  cubic  yards  of  reck 
Some  of  the  owners  declared  that  tho 
city  had  "pinched"  at  least  Jl.eoe  cubic

Mr.  a.  J.  Woodward  declared  that  the 
sidewalks  on  Stannard  Avenue  had 
cost  too  much,  being  75  per  cent 
greater  than  the  cost  of  the  sidewalka 
on  Brook  Street  nearby.

The  city  engineer  recommended  that 
an  allowance  be  made  for  this  and  a 
report  will  be  brought  in  at  the  next 
session. 

Mr,  B.  8.  Helsterman,  of  Helsterman, 
Forman  A  Co..  appealed  against  the  as- 
sessment of  the  Barnsley  property  be- 
side the  (Jorge  viaduct.  He  said  ths 
Improvement  did  not  benefit  the  prop- 
erty, because  It  ran  to  30  and  60  feet 
below  tho  viaduct  Into  the  ravine. 
The  court  promised  him  consideration.

MAKES  FINAL  APPEAL 


Non-Support  of  Public  in  Giv- 
ing Articles  to  Be  Sold  for 
Red  Cross  May  Result  in 

Closing  Down, 


A  final  appeal  for  support  Is  being 
made  by  the  Superfluities  Committee  of 
the  Red  Cross  Society  to  the  citizens 
of  Victoria.  After  collecting  aeveral 
thousands  of  dollars  for  the  fund  In 
the  most  economical  and  efficient  man- 
ner possible,  the  situation  haa  now 
been  reached  where  it  is  probable  that 
the  store  which  is  being  maintained  at. 
Belmont  House  will  have  to  be  closed 
down. 

This  state  of  affaire  does  not  in  ths 
least  reflect  upon  the  business  ability 
or  the  energy  of  those  who  have  been 
In  charge  of  the  department  but  solely 
upon  ths  people  of  Victoria.  It  le  not 
because  the  arUcles  put  up  for  sale  at 
tbe  store  do  not  find  a  ready  demand 
and  a  good  price  that  the  department 
may  be  forced  to  close.  It  le  becauae 
Victorians  generally,  while  realising 
ths  good  work  accomplished  by  the  Su- 
perfluities committee  In  raising  money 
for  the  Red  Cross,  have  felled  to  give 
adequate  support  la  the  way  of  donat- 
ing articles  to  be  sold. 

The  need  for  theee  articles  le  urgent 
The  present  stock  of  goods  Is  rapidly 
diminishing,  owing  to  ths  heavy  sales 
mode  each  day,  especially  to  tourists, 
for  whom  ths  store  haa  a  peculiar  fas- 
cination. Up  tUl  a  few  days  ago,  the 
Muperflultlss  committee  wae  able  to 
furnish  demands  for  almost  every  kind 
of  article  conceivable;  now  there  Is  a 
difficulty  experienced  in  getting  any- 
thing.

Cutting  ghlrts. 

It  haa  been  proved  In  one  of  the  big 
army  faetorlea  In  Dublin  that  women 
can  be  profitably  employed  to  cut  out 
tthlrts.  It  haa  been  customary  for  a 
man  to  cut  out  sixty  shirts  at  a'  time. 
Thla  haa*  been  considered  highly  skilled 
labor  requiring  much  practice  and 
training.  The  central  committee  for 
the  employment  of  women  in  Dublin 
haa  for  Its  secretary  a  Miss  Browing, 
a  woman  who  haa  ideas  of  her  own 
as  to  the  capabilities  of  the  women 
under  her.  Encouraged  by  her,  women 
In  a  short  time  learned  the  cutter's 
art.  They  cannot  yet  rival  the  men. 
but  they  can  cut  out  forty  shirts  at 
a  time,  and  they  are  much  more  econ- 
omical of  cloth  than  the  men  are.  They 
are  paid  on  the  basis  of  so  much  a 
shirt,  and  It  will  be  surprising  if  they 
do  not  increaae  their  rate  of  working. 
In  this  factory  the  expense  of  ehlrt 
cutting  is  met  by  selling  the  scraps 
for   shoddy. 

The  tendency  in  most  employments 
to  pay  women  the  same  rate  of  wages 
for  the  same  work  haa  been  growing 
vary  fast  during  the  past  two  years. 
There  la  little  doubt  that  the  Injustices 
and  anomalies  that  now  exist  will  dis- 
appear, and  that  all  employees  win 
soon  be  paid  according  to  the  work 
they  do  without  distinction  of  age  or 
or  station.

The  nature  and  extent  of  the  work 
of  the  Y.M.C.A.  oversea,  can  best  be 
grasped  by  those  who  have  visited  the 
scene  of  operations.  A  short  time  ago 
the  Montreal  Dally  Star  published  an 
account  of  the  work,  written  by  his  own 
corresponent  in  Northern  France. 
Among  other  things  the  writer  says:  "I 
lii-Kt  came  to  know  of  the  Canaian  Y.M. 
C.A.  at  the  outskirts  of  a  town  In 
France  early  last  year.  Since  that  time 
and  despite  all  kinds  of  difficulties  that 
have  arisen,  the  organization  has  never 
looked  back,  and  it  has  grown  to  such 
a  power  in  the  field  that  one  wonders 
where  and  when  the  Canadian  Y.M.C.A. 
will  reach  its  maximum  output. 

"Capt.  Pearson  was  at  ode  time  glad 
to  give  my  men  all  the  socks,  writing 
paper,  pencils,  soap,  and  all  kinds  of 
other  useful  articles  he  had  on  hand, 
which  he  thought  would  have  to  be  left 
behind  as  superfluous,  but  it  takes  many 
huge  motor  lorries  to  deal  with  the  vast 
quantities  of  goods  that  arrive  and  have 
to  be  again  shipped  to  the  fourteen  dif- 
ferent centres  of  the  fighting  area  where 
the  Canadians  have  their  tents  or  huts 
for  the  comfort  of  the  trench-tired. 

Then,  again,  Capt.  Pearson  had  only 
to  deal  with  the  first  Canadian  Division 
originally,  but  now  he  has  control  of 
the  Y.M.C.A.  work  of  the  whole  Cana- 
dian forces,  and  has  ten  other  Canadian 
Y.M.C.A.  captains  and  forty  men  on  the 
staff,  who,  by  the  way,  seem  very  hard 
worked  trying  to  keep  pace  with  the 
volume  of   unli'iH   that  pour   In. 

All  the  fourteen  tents  or  huts  (this 
number  has  since  been  increased;  along 
the  Canadian  lines  are  within  reach  of 
the  German  guns;  In  fact  some  are  so 
close  to  the  enemy  lines  that  the  burst- 
ing of  shells  close  at  hand  Is  taken  as 
part  of  a  day's  noise,  and  nothing  to 
write  home  a  complaining  letter  about. 
MoBt  of  these  tents  are  open  day  and 
night. 

"Huge  quantities  of  writing  paper 
and  pencils  are  got  through  monthly, 
and  the  record  was  established  x  last 
month,  when  300,000  sheets  of  note- 
paper  urirl  a  like  quantity  of  envelopes 
were  given  free  to  all  troops. 

Games  of  all  kinds  are  provided  free. 
Footballs,  draughts,  chess,  ring  quoits, 
baseball,  and  all  classes  of  other  sport- 
ing outfits  are  kept  on  hand  and  lavish- 
ly given  out  to  the  men,  so  that  houra 
out  of  the  trenches  may  be  sent  In 
healthy   amusement. 

"Concerts  and  sing-songs  are  held 
regularly  In  the  various  centres,  while 
ten  pianos  provide  music  in  the  big 
marquees,  and  ten  motion  picture  ma- 
chines provide  entertainment  which  Is 
thoroughly  enjoyed.  There  are  also 
large  supplies  of  gramophones,  books, 
magazines  and  Canadian  newspapers. 

"Practically  the  best  thing  done  by 
the  Canadian  Y.M.C.A.  la  the  issue  of 
hot  soup  to  men  in  the  trenches.  This 
Is  made  during  the  evening  in  huge 
'dlcksles,'  and  carried  up  to  the  flre 
trencjies  at  midnight. 

"Only  those  who  have  stood  on  sentry 
duty  In  the  cold,  muddy  trenches  during 
those  awful  hours  when  night  turns  in- 
to day,  can  understand  and  appreciate 
the  value  of  that  cup  of  hot  soup.  Fur- 
ther, the  soup  is  issued  and  taken  to 
the  men  without  cost." 

This  is  the  impression  gathered  by  an 
eye-witness  of  the  work  overseas,  and 
while  the  work. in  the  home  camp  i.  less 
spectacular  It  is,  nevertheless.  Just  as 
necessary  and  valuable  In  its  own  way. 
The  work  overseas  is  financed  entirely 
by  the  National  Council  of  the  Associa- 
tion, while  the  money  for  the  support 
of  the  home  camps  Is  raised  locally.  It 
Is  thus  in  order  that  the  "home  fires" 
may  be  kept  burning  brightly  that  the 
Women's  Canadian  Club  Is  eager  tomor- 
row to  raise  a  generous  contribution  for 
this  good  work.  All  over  the  Domin- 
ion, and  Indeed  all  oter  the  Empire,  the 
response  has  been  marvelous,  and  up  to 
the  present  Victoria  has  been  doing  Its 
full  share,  and  will  continue  to  Include 
the  Y.M.C.A  among  the  many  other  en- 
terprises now  calling  for  support

From  my  present  standpoint  it  seems  a  fool  thing  to 
have  done.  A  young  man  might  vote  that  way  for  the  sake 
of  his  'personal  liberty,'  but  it  certainly'  is  not  the  part  of 
wfsdom  for  a  father.  I  was  a  fool,  all  right,  but  I  must  have' 
convinced  myself  that  1  was  doing  a  wise  thing.  No  man  is 
likely  to  be  a -fool  knowingly." 

The  mayor  chuckled  good  humoredly. 

"It  is  a  fine  thing  to  be  whipped  when  you  are  on  the 
wrong  side,  and  it  is  a  fine  thing  to  get  it  into  your  blood  that 
the  whipping  was  deserved,  and  get  over  on  the  right  side. 
Since  I  now  have  the  law  behind  me,  1  am  making  the  best 
fight  I  know  how  to  make  to  give  the  coming  generation  a 
better  chance  than  we  had.  I  want  to  help  hurry  the  time  of 
national  Prohibition.     I  warn)  to  see  the  whole  world  'dry.'  " 

The  mayor  told  of  the  saving  to  the  city  by  the  abolition 
of  the  saloons.  He  believed  it  would  eventually  greatly  lessen 
the  cost  of  city  government;  and  it  would  greatly  increase  the 
earning  capacity  of  everybody.

Hon.  Mr.  Bowser  explained  the  terms 
of  the  Soldiers'  Homestead  Act,  where- 
by land  will  be  free  for  the  returned 
soldiers. 

He   dealt   with    the  Government's  at- 
titude towards  the     encouragement     of 
Industries  In  the  Province,  and  cited  tha 
Shlppinc  Act,     as     a     consequence     of 
which   ten  keels  have  been  laid  within 
slrty  days  of  the  passing  of  the  bill.  In 
the  first  month  tha  yards  were  at  work 
on  Burrard  Inlet  ferry  receipts  between 
Vancouver  and   North     Vancouver     In- 
creased over  $2,000.   Indicating  what  It 
meant  in  the  way  of  increased  employ- 
ment   for    the    workingmerv     of      those 
cities.     He  emphatically  denied  tha  Lib- 
eral statement  that  ha  Is  a  director  In 
the    Wallace    shipyards,    a    concern    al- 
leged to  be  receiving  eld  under  the  Gov- 
ernment's shipping  plan.     He  said  he  Is 
not  a  direector,  has  not  drawn  down  e 
slncla  cent  for  any  auch  office,  and  the 
Wallace  company  is  not  operating  under 
any  arrangements  with  the  Government 
under  the  Shlppinc  Act.
